London, September 7.—The British 
cabinet has invited Mr. De Valera to 
send delegates to a conference with 
the cabinet ministers at Inverness 
September 20, according to the 
Daily Mail’s Inverness correspond- 
ent, who said: 

“Only one condition is imposed, 
namely, the understanding that Ire- 
land must remain within the em- 
pire.” 

The communication to Mr. de Val- 
era, according to this dispatch, asks 
for an ealry reply and points out 
the apparent uselessness of con- 
ducting negotiations by a further 
exchange of notes. In order to 
allay any fears regarding Ulster, 
the decision that northern Ireland 
must not in any circumstances be 
coerced, was reaffirmed by the min- 
isters, 


MAY MEAN 
PEACE OR WAR. 

Inveress, Scotland, September 7.— 

(By the Associated Press.})--A de- 
cision which may mean peace or 
war with Ireland was taken by the 
British cabinet at an all-important 
meeting here today. The govern- 
ment’s reply te Famonn de Valera, 
the Irish republican leader, unani- 
mously approved by~the ministers, 
has been dispatched to Dublin 
through the intermediary of Rob- 
ert C. Barton, the Sinn Fein courier 
who earried the Dail Eireann’s meés- 
sage to Premier Lloyd-George, and 
who was brought into the council 
chamber while the council was in 
session. 
The nature of the government's 
decision has not been made known, 
but it is not necessary to await 
publication of the reply tomorrow 
to realize that an important step 
forward has been taken. 

Directly after the ministers had 
reached their decision, came the an- 
nouncement that a committee con- 
sisting of the ministers now in 
Scotland, has been appointed with 
full powers to deal with the situa- 
tion the moment Mr. de Valera’s 
further answer arrives. 

Committee Personnel. 

The committee comprises’ the 
premier, Austen Chamberlain, Earl 
Curzon, Sir Laming Worthington- 
Evans, Winston Spencer Churchill, 
Edward Shortt, Robert Munro, Lora 
Birkenhead. Sir Hamar Greenwood 
and Sir Robert Stevenson Horne. 

This 1s taken toemean that the 
government has apppointed the com- 
mittee of ministers to meet the 
Irish plenipotentiaries, should Mr. 
de Valera be ready to ~wroceed or 
that course. It is contended that 
if, in the opinion of the cabinet, a 
rupture of the negotiations was 
likely to follow today’s 4¢cision, 
it would hardly be necessary to ap- 
point a cabinet commmittee to deal 
with the situation. 

May Be Time Limit. 

Naturally, the posstbility that the 
cabinet may have decided to impose 
atime limit for negotiations to 
start, 1s not precluded. In _ this 
connection it is recaNed that unof- 
ficial intimations have been given 
from Dublin of the names of the 
men who would likely be appointel 
as pleniptentiaries, including <Ar- 
thur Griffith.

This year’s gross valuations are 
only $448,000,000, in round nhuin- 
bers. 

The ad valorem rate of 12 mills 
Is exclusive of constitutional com- 
mon school tax of 3 mills, which 
goes. exclusively to the respective 
counties irom which collected. 

From all other sources beside this 
income from the 12 mill levy the 
state will not receive a tota] of 
more than $1,250,000. 

The appropriations of the state 
for 1921 amount to slightly less than 
$7,000,000, and the 12 mill levy will 
amount to slightly more than $5,- 
000,000; so, counting the $1,250,000

“The efforts that are being made 
are nothing short of attempts to put 
the railroad out of business. As to 
a statement regarding the wreck, I 
would rather wait until an official 
report has been completed. I will 
say, however, that the tragedy will 
in no way affect our operation of 
the road.” 

Should Governor Hardwick decide 
to order the state’s national guard 
to protect the railroad’s property, 
companies would probably be sta- 
tioned at the Atlanta and Fitzgerald 
yards and other important points, 
while the line of track would be 
patrolléa with motor cars each day 
and during the night. 

A. M. Larisey, one of the A. B. 
& A. strike leaders in Atlanta, when 
asked for a statement early Thurs- 
day, asserted that the information 
given him over the telephone by a 
reportér for The Constitution was 
the first he had received of the 
wreck, and that he did rt believe 
any of the strikers had committed 
the act,

OF $300,000,000, THE

Washington, September 7.-—Gov- 
ernment economy and the new fed- 
eral budget were discussed today 
by President Harding with Repre- 
sentative Mondell, of Wyoming, re- 
publican floor leader in the house. 
The president explained his plans 
for a greatly reduced budget and 
also incidentally expressed hope for 
early passage by the senate of the 
railroad debt tunding bill.

REOPENING MILLS

Profit Taking Causes Drop. 

Although cotton took a slump of 
2 cents per pound, after making 
one of the most—remarkable rises 
in its history, the decrease was ex- 
pected, being brought about by prof- 
it-taking. The advance at the open- 
ing was from 130 to 172 points 
in New York and then the drop of 
200 points came, the close being 
at the limit, 12 to 48 points under 
Tuesday night. 

In New York the market was full 
of overnight buying orders at the 
Start, partly based on another sen- 
sationa] advance in Liverpool, but 
met heavy realizing sales by Wall 
Street, the south and foreign houses. 
This pressure eventually weakened 
prices about 70 to 123 points from 
top. At the highest level on the 
opening distant deliveries crossed 
the 22 cent mark. 


Later in the day selling orders in- 


| creased and during the last hour the 


pressure became so great from all 
quarters that the market collapsed 
and in a short time reached the 200 
point limit permitted for any one 
day, closing at bottom and 12 to 48 
points under Tuesday night. 

Opened $10 Higher. 

What was termed by -the trade 
as the mose remarkable exhibition 
of strength ever made by cotton 
was given at New Orleans when all 
months in the future market open- 
ed $10 a bale higher jn 
trades on the opening call. 

This was the full limit of fluctua- 
tions allowed under the rules of 
the cotton exchange. All months 
were 200 points up, October rising 
to 21.49 cents a pound and May to 
22.10, new high levels for the seasun 
and the highest prices in nearly a 
year. 

On the opening session last week, 
October traded as low as 15.30 which 
means that since then there has 
been arise of 619 points or almost 
exactlv $31 a bale on that month. 
The advance was jin sympathy with 
one of the widest advances ever 
scored by the Liverpool market, but 
back of the rise in Liverpool was 
the fear of the consequences from 
the short crop being raised by the 
south this season.

EFFECTS OF RISE 
AT TIFTON. 

Tifton, Ga., September 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)—With cotton selling at 20 
cents on the loca] market there is 
new life in every line of business, 
not due especially to any great 
amount of new money in trade chan- 
nels, but to a better feeling on every 
hand. Before the marked advance 
planters were selling their cotton 
as fast as it was picked and ginned, 
but since the price began to jump 
$10 a bale a day there is a dispos:- 
tion to hold until the market stead- 
ies. There is little probability that 
this holding movement. will last 
longer than the first indication that 
the peak price has been reached. 

About half.of last yéar’s crop 
is still on hand and the effect of 
the rise is especially noticeable on 
these holders. With cotton at 10 
cents, for which they had paid all 
the way from 15 to 30, spy 4 were 
faced with tremendous loss. Now at 
20 cents a great many of them will 
break even on their holdings and 
even at the worst will only have 
to pay a slight loss. 

Effect on Mills. 


Asked concerning its effect on 
the cotton mill industry, Vice Presi- 
dent E. P. Bowen, of the Tifton 
Cotton mills, said: 

“I am sure its effect .as a whole 
be very beneficial, and that 
long every mill in the 
cotton belt, if not throughout the 
country, wil] be running’ on full 
time. Our mill always buys cotton 
to protect orders as fast as they 
are booked, so the rise in raw ma- 
terial] does not mean any loss. The 
etfect of the advance in cotton will 
be to stabilize prices of manufac- 
tured goods and this will help both 
the mills and the producer.” 


INCREASED BUSINESS 
TRANSACTIONS AT ALBANY. 


Albany, Ga.. September 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The effect of the steady rise 
in the price of cotton within the 
last few days has been magical on 
business of every character, and 
although little cotton is being sold 
as usually is true when the market 
is scoring sensational advances, 
there is a distinctly better feeling 
that brings surprising amounts of 
money out of hiding and boosts 
trade amazingly. 

There were more than four thou- 
sand bales of cotton in Albany 
warehouses, carried over from last 
vear, when this season’s crop began 
coming in. Practically none of this 
old cotton has been sold. and it is 
worth something like $200,000 more 
today than it was a fortnight ago. 
At first there was a disposition to 
sell new crop cotton at the pre- 
vailing prices as it come in, but now 
the tendency is to “sit tight’ as long 
as prices rise. The farmer who has 
raised cotton now finds, however, 
that he can eget fniancial accom- 
modation, whereas a little while ago 
the borrowing of money was hedged 
about with many difficulties. 

A particulariy noticeable effect 
of the new condition is in prepara- 
tions that are going forward for 
new business enterprises, and re- 
sumption of building operations. 
This is true in the larger and small- 
er towns alike. 


UNCERTAINTY NOTED 
IN AUGUSTA. 


Augusta, Ga., September 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)—When cotton reached twenty 
cents on the Augusta exchange 
there was excitement akin to that 
which characterized the scenes on 
the floor there when the govern- 
ment condition report was received 
last week. 

Cotton manufacturers are not 
sure of their ground. The factories 
are operating, but, for the most 
part, are filling booked orders. One 
or two of them have decided to 
go into the market and their Duy- 
ers have veen active since the rise 
in cotton began. Others are not 
buving until they become better 
guided by the price readjustments.

WEST GEORGIA 
MILLS OPERATING. 

Columbus, Ga., September 7.— 
(Special.)—West Georgia has been 
in high spirits ever since the price 
of cotton began to climb some two 
weeks ago and now that the 20- 
cent level has been reached a spirit 
of radiant optimism pervades this 
entire section of the state. Twen- 
ty cents has been quoted for spot 
cotton on the local market, and it 
is understood that a number of sales 
have actually peen made on tnat 
basis. 

Every manufacturing plant in Co- 
lumbus is now in operation. The 
last of the textile mills to resume 
operation was the mill in Girard, 
which started up a few days ago. 
Numbers of the plants are not yet 
running to full pgapacity, but the 
general situation is steadily im- 
proving. Within two or three 
weeks the force of traveling men 
in this section has been increased 
perhaps 25 per cent. Orders are 
coming in at a brisk rate from the 
country merchants and wholesalers 
expect a fine fall season. 


COTTON GOODS 
ARE ADVANCING. 

Griffin, Ga., September 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Prospects and the general 
situation are very bright in Griffin 
and have been for severa] days past. 
The factories are running on full 
time and prices of cotton goods 
advancing. The bankers stated that 
they have had loans liquidated to- 
day by customers who have not even 
walted to sell cotton holdings, There 
was good demand for spot cotton 
but few -offerings. 


COTTON OIL MEN 
BENEFIT FROM RISE. 

Dublin, Ga., September 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Spot cotton reached 21 3-4 
cents per pound here’ today, and, 
strange as it may seem, the selling 
was the lightest in several days. In- 
stead of selling, farmers who can 
put up the margin are flocking to 
the banks with federal reserve funds 
and buying spots at there remark- 
ably high prices. There seems to 
be little inclination to offer cotton 
until it reaches 25 or 30 cents. 

AS a result of the rapid rise in 
prices for cotton, there has been a 
complete transformation of general 
business conditions in this section. 
Three weeks ago when cotton was 
quoted not higher than 10 and il 
cents, planters were downeast 
spirit and their morale at the very 
lowest in months. With the quick 
rise in the markets, however, there 
Is a remarkable “about face” and 
optimism prevails. 

Business men, cotton Oil mill man- 
agers and others who derive direct 
benefit in the advancing cotton 
prices, are all jubilant over the 
Prospects of business during ‘the fal] 
and winter months. C. W. Phillips. 
of the Empire Cotton Oil company. 
Stated that it is his opinion that 
middie Georgia “faces almost as 
great an era of good times as was 
experienced during two years of the 
world war, when prices soared and 
everybody made money.” His mil] is 
running full time and the gins are 
increasing in their loads each day. 


MACON REPORTS 
INCREASED BUSINESS. 

_Macon, 3a., September 
cial.)—The rapid advance in_ the 
price of cotton,has had an imme- 
diate efect on local business condi- 
tions, according to Macon bankers 
and merchants, who declare there 
is a better feeling existing now 
than at any time since cotton start- 
ed on the downward grade a year 
ago. 

One of the most important an- 
nouncements farmers in this sec- 
tion of the state have received in 
several] months, comes from the 
banks of the Macon Clearing House 
association, which states that the 
banks are ready and anxious: to 
loan .money. to farmers up to 80 
per cent of the value of their cot- 
ton. This will enable the farmers 
to hold for even higher prices and 
will keep the market from being 
glutted. The 80 per cent of value, 
according to Jesse B. Hart, presi- 
dent of the Macon National bank, 
means the daily market value of 
spots. 

Under this plan, according to Mr. 
Hart, there will be no reason for 
any farmer in this section of the 
state dumping his cotton on a ris- 
ing market, thereby forcing’ the 
Price downward. He ean borrow 
80 per cent of its value and 
continue to profit as the market 
f0es up, for local sentiment seems 
to be that the present rise will at 
least reach 25 cents before there is 
a halt. 

At the present time there are 
about 11,000 bales of cotton in Ma- 
con warehouses, and not more than 
300 or 400 bales have been sold 
since the price began to go upward 
and the value of the holdings are 
now almost as great again as they 
were ten days ago, 

_ Cotton Goods Advance. 

While the dry goods quotations 
On manufactured goods have  bDe- 
gun to rise in sympathy with the 
spot cotton market, there has so 
far been no increase in cotton goods 
prices tn Macon dry goods stores. 
All of the local department stores 
are featuring cotton goods and 
urging their customers to stock up 
before it becomes necessary to in- 
crease prices. 

Automobile dealers say that while 
their trade has held up well during 
the summer under adverse condi- 
tions, there has been a noticeable 
revival during the last few days 
and they assign the reason to the 
mes that cotton has gone skyrocket- 
ng. 

Local cotton mills have not been 
affected to anv great extent by 
the rise in cotton prices, according 
to an official of the Bibb Manufac- 
turing company, which operates 
four cotton mills here. This of- 
ficial said the problem with thém

“About as well as anyone,” he re- 
plied. “We are not altogether un- 
accustomed to hot weather. We have 
it in Finland every year, only fora 
few weeks, however, but still we 
have had enough of it not to mind 
the summers of Georgia partic- 
ularly. 

“Then we are off to ourselves, 
and can dress as cooly as we like.” 
He explained that as thev worked 
the men of the colony returned as 
hearly as possible to nature. Thev 
wear straw hats and breech 
clothes, and pleasant Scandinavian 
smiles, and that’s about all whti: 
they are working. 

Cc. J. Haden, through whom the 
Finns bought this land, then told 
what they had accomplished. Since 
Februanry they have celared their 
land, built twelve cottages, which 
are modern in every respect, and 
which accommodate the entre 37 
families. In addition, thev have 
constructed barns, a community ice 
house, their own sawmill, have pur- 
chased a community tractor, and 
have built four miles of wire fenc- 
ing. 

Still they have found time and opé 
portunity to plant a crop of corn 
and oats to raise the feed on which 
to start their drirying project. In 
time they plan to extend their 
farming operatiogs to the cultiva- 
tion of truck, figs and pecans, but 
dairv products will be their. princi- 
pal businesss. 

A Dairying People. 

“We are a dairying people,” said 
Mr. Wilsson. “That is the reason 
that we have centered on that in 
Georgia. In Finland we have lit- 
tle agriculture. Life centers there 
about the dairy farms, -which = ship 
vast quantities of butter and cheese 
to England and the great wood pulp 
paper industry, which has been at 
a standstill since the war. Most 
of our paper,was shipped into Ger- 
many, but now we have no market 
and the forests are standing idle. 

“Naturally, in this country we 
have turned to dairying, and we be- 
lieve the Georgia conditions ideal. 
Right now we have only 
seven families. Each family shaves 
equally in the work and in the 
profit of the venture. A man may 
either work or he may employ a 
substitute to do his work for him, 
but the work must be done. 
“So far we have progressed fine-

BUILDING COMBINE

Chicago, September 7.—One of the 
tightest building combines in the 
country was biasted wide open here 
Wednesday. 

The dynamiter was Judge Kenesaw 
Mountain Landis, whom the Ameri- 
Can Bar association condemned for 
accepting employment for his base- 
ball connections, and who, accord- 
ing tothe resolution adopted, is 
therby “dragging the ermine in the 
mire.” 

But when the veteran jurist hand- 
ed down a decision settling the 
building trades war here which 
will put between 50,000 and 60,000 
men back to work; make it possi- 
ble for any contractor to do busi- 
ness, in Chicago; and, it is estimat- 
ed, start construction of more than 
$100.000,000 worth of badly needed 
building, he succeeded in accom- 
plishing what countless commis- 
sions, bloody strikes and arbitration 
had failed to do in 20 years of ef- 
fort. 

The decision cuts the wages of 
40 of the 47 building trades unions 
here from 10 to 40 cents per hour, 
and eliminates trade agreements 
between contractors and the unjons 
which have constituted a practical 
monopoly. It is expected to cut 
building costs 20 per cent. 

Considers Man’s Skill. 

All skilled building trades work- 
ers here have been paid $1.25 an 
hour and unskilled workers $1 per 
hour. The new schedules take into 
consideration the number of days 
each trade ean work in a year and 
the required skill, 

Thomas Kearney, president of the 
Chicago Building Trades’ council, 
declared that the unions would pro- 
test the decision, but as 40 of them 
have agreed to accept it, and as 
the agreement provides for the 
open shop in case organized labor 
fails to provide necessary workers, 
the protest cannot be other than a 
gesture.

THE NEW GOSPEL. 


That the time has come for a 


general readjustment of farming 
methods in Georgia and through- 
out the cotton belt is apparent 
from indications that are visible 
on every hand, and the boll weevil, 
more than any other contributing 
factor, is responsible for it. 
i If Georgia ever again produces 
@ million bales of cotton in a sea- 
son it will be exceptional. This 
year’s crop will be, perhaps, 200,000 
bales under a million, or even less 
than that. 

As it is in Georgia, so it 1s in 


the whole cotton belt. 


This mgans that the old-time 
average production is to be cut in 
half, or more. 

But, looking beneath the surface 


‘and visioning the possibilities of 


southern agriculture, there is noth- 
fng at all alarming in this; in fact, 
it is encouraging! 

If the energy, time, effort and 
money that has heretofore gone 
into the production of from five to 
seven millions of bales of. cotton— 
the extent to which the average 
production has been, or will be, 
diminished by the boll weevil— 
could not be diverted into other 
channels of profitable income, the 
result would be exceedingly dis- 
astrous. 

On the other hand, if put into 
something that will produce more 
than the lost part of the crop 
would bring—if the remaining one- 
half, say, of the former normal 
crop can, by reason of the very 


shortage, be made to yield more’ 


to the producer than would a cot- 
ton crop twice as large—the boll 
weevil will prove to be a blessing. 

This fact is impressing itself 
forcefully upon every community 


of the south, which is fast getting 


out of the old-time all-cotton rut. 
This is of the utmost importance 
to every banker, business man and

Zohn G. Adams, a farmer of the 
Social Circle neighborhood, sug- 
gests sweet potatoes ag a “money 
crop,” in lieu of cotton. 

“The time has come,” he says, in 
a& communication to .The Constitu- 
tion— 


“to cut the past ‘money crop’ cotton 
acreage and plant what I think is 
our best hope—potatoes.. Our coun- 
ty alone this year has increased 
the potato acreage to double that 
of any former year, and will have, 
besides enough for our own UwuSé, 
from one to five thousands of 
bushels to ship. If the government 
or state would organize a small 
number of men _ similar to the 
eounty farm agents and send them 
to our larger cities, or, perhaps, to 
foreign ports, to help build up a 
market for potatoes, I, believe it 
would do much to abolish hard 


as the people in general to a higher 
Plane of living and prosperity. Our 
soil is ideally adapted to this crop 
and is much more profitable to the 
small farmer if devoted to potatoes 
instead of to cotton.” 

Reports from all parts of the 
cotton belt go to show that every- 
where this idea of diversification, 
and of getting away from the all- 
cotton system of farming, is rap- 
idly gaining ground. 

Farmers are more and more 
coming to realize the greater ad- 
vantages to be gained by produc- 
ing potatoes, watermelons, canta- 
loupes, corn, peanuts, etc., and 
cattle and pigs, meat and dairy 
products, which presages an €n- 
tirely new era and a vastly brigit- 
er day in southern agriculture. 

But education is necessary to 
hasten this development; and such 
education cannot be imparted en- 
tirely by the use of printed matter. 
The “gospel’’ must be taken to 
them! 

It requires personal contact be- 
tween educator and farmer; it re- 
quires physical instruction and 
demonstration. 

And the sooner the agricultural 
development agencies of the state 
—the state college field agents, 
the farm bureau forces, the state 
department of agriculture, etc.— 
forget all petty jealousies, past 
differences and hostilities, and get 
together, work together and pull 
together in a broad, constructive, 
co-operative effort to this end, the 
worse it will be for the boll weevil 
and the better it will be for Geor- 


gia!

THE “WONDER STATE.” 


In the Hollomon dispatch from 


{South Carolina today The Consti- 


tution’s correspondent calls that 
the “Wonder State,” for thé reason 
that she depends almost entirely 
upon a property tax for revenue; 
takes in, all told, only about $6,- 
000,000 a year; and yet it is a mat- 
ter of official record that the state 
is actually leading the south in 
school support, in proportion to her 
per capita wealth and..white pop- 
ulation. 

South Carolina has a population 
of only 1,700,000, or more than a 
million less than Georgia. She has 
no private property. She is in 
debt, borrowing each year to pay 
her obligations, but she “pays” as 
she goes, absolutely; and_ fur- 
nishes support to her great agri- 
cultural college at Clemson of 
around $500,000 a year; to her in- 
dustrial normal $400,000; to her 
university ~$250,000, and to her 
military college around $500,000. 
She leaves the 
common school maintenance to the 
counties, but appropriates $1,000,- 
000 a year to encourage consolida- 
tions, long terms, attendance, etfi- 
ciency, etc., through various state 
aid bonuses. 

South Carolina, like Georgia, is 
looking around for a more modern 
and adequate revenue system; but 
South Carolina, unlike Georgia, is 
not letting any of her institutions, 
educational or humane, suffer in 
the meantime. She appropriated, 
to illustrate, in 1921, $784,000 to 
her state hospital. 

Indeed, it is a “Wonder State!” 
She never has a “deficit.” if she 
needs money she borrows it. She 
makes a business proposition out 
of it.

Editor Constitution: As you are 
in one of the pellagra centers and 
would probably be glad to dissem- 
inate its cause and cure, J take the 
liberty of writing you the inmforma- 
tion I got from an article in The 
Illustrated Vorld (successors of 
The Technical World) by Benjamin 
Brooke, on pellagra January, 1916. 
It comes from disintegrated 
mountains and is met on the Atlan- 
tic coastal plain from Virginia to 
Texas and the north half of Flori- 
da and the Ozarks. It follows the 
Appalachian range. 

The Italian government’ proved 
the falsity of poverty, musty corn, 
sand flies and many other musty 
theories in 1912. Professor G. Alles- 
sandri and Professor Alberto Scala, 
a chemist, proved that the cause 
was coloidal silica. the bond that 
holds granite together. The signs 
are an iridescent scum on the wa- 
ter which— many wild promoters 
claim as oil sign, Which it resem- 
bles when petroleum {fs on the sur- 
face of water.

An instance cited: An old woman 
who had pellagra from childhood 
was cured in 36 applications on al- 
ternate days for 72 days, after 
which her appetite was good and 
She was able to work as she never 
could before.

As & 
rule when we apply simulant, medi- 
cinal or otherwise, with measurable 
effect, there is inevitably also an 
after-depression or slowing down 
of the organ or function which has 
been driven by the stimulus. In the 
case of coffee, and in less degree of 
tea also, the period of stimulation is 
clearly marked, but even with in- 
struments of precision it is difficult 
to note any compensatory after de- 
pression. This is peculiar to eof- 
fee and tea, so far as I knew, and 
these blessings of mankind are 
therefore fully entitled to the esteem 
in which they are held throughout 
civilization. 

Now I am not séeking to boost 
the usé of tea or coffee, On the con- 


trary I am sure both beverages are 


abused by many families. I have re- 


peatedly condemned the use of tea 
or coffee in any quantity or strength 
by children under 16 years of age, 
whom such stimulants unquestion- 
ably harm in many ways. Further- 
more I know, as every doctor knows, 
that tea, and“ more markedly coffee, 
when taken late in the evening or 


| within two or three hours of the 


time of retiring, is likely to keep 
one awake. That is a mistake in 
judgment—one should not stimulate 
the brain at the time when sleep is 
desired. Likewise 1 am aware that 
many individuals who are already 
endowed or afflicted with a high 
rate of metabolism, a too active vita] 
fire Or combustion process, a hy- 
perthyroidism, as in exophthalmiec 
goitre, early tuberculosis, and many 
Other diseases, suffer from various 
distressing effects like 
and excitement if they indulge in 
even small amounts of coffee. Of 
course this class of invalids or near- 
invalids should not use stimulants 
unless by direction. 

When coffee is permitted to boil, 
even for a few seconds, the boiling 
extracts from the coffee grains con- 
siderable tannin (tannic acid), which 
is an abomination to the stomach 
and which also destroys the delicate 
flavor of the coffee. The aroma of 
coifee is best brought out by a brief 
preliminary treatment with cold 
water—let it stand a little while 
before heating, and remember that a 
pot that shouldn’t boil must be 
watched. (Various percolators make 
fairly good coffee, I agree, but I 
can see no jmprovement on the old- 
fashioned coffee pot.) I take mine 
with aH the cream the time and 
place afford, and al] the sugar I 
dare shovel in. However, it is just 
as beneficial, from the hygienic 
viewpoint, without cream or sugar, 
if you like it that way.

Half Million Year 


For Clemson College. 
In the first place the state agri- 


cultural college at Clemson receives 
annually the entire gross income 
from the fertilizer license tags. 

This is by statute, and the sum 
averages around $275,000 a :year. 

It has gone as high as $300,000. 

When the legislature met in Jan- 
uary, 1921, the fear of agricultural] 
depression gripped the members, 
and rather than see Clemson suffer 
from the slightest embarrassment 
it authorized a loan from the treas- 
ury Of $150,000 for 1921, in the 
event the institution should need 
it. Following is the text of the 
law: 

Section 1. State sinking fund commiasion 

may inike loan to Oleinson Agricultural col- 
lege—if sinking fund commission cannot 
make loans, finance board to borrow for 
use of college. Be it resolved by the 
general assembly of the state of South 
Carolina: That in case the amount of the 
privilege tax on commercial fertilizers col- 
lected during the calendar year 1921 falle 
below the amount nec to maintain the 
operation of the Clemson Agricultural col- 
lege of South Carolina as heretofore plan- 
ned, upon the written request of the chair- 
man of the board of trustees and the treas- 
urer of the enid college showing euch facts 
to exist, the sinking fund commission of 
South QOarolina is hereby authorized and 
empowered to loan to the eaid Olemson Ag- 
ricultural college a sum of money not to 
exceed the amount of one hundred and fifty 
thousand ($150,000.00) dollars, at a rate of 
interest not to exceed six per cent per an- 
num, said money to be owed by the 
Clemson Agricultural college from time to 
time during the year 1921, in such amounts 
as are nece@sary to carry out the p e 
of this resolution. In case the sinking fund 
commisison ig unable to furnish said funds, 
in whole or in part, then the governor, 
the comptroller general and the state treas- 
urer be, and they are hereby authorized and 
required to borrow upon the good faith and 
credit of the state the sboye sum, or so 
much of the same as may be necessary, 
at a reasonable rate of interest; the pro- 
ceeds of such loans to be held in the state 
treasury subject to the order of the treas- 
urer of said board of trustees for said pur- 
pose. 
Talking about the solicitude of 
parent for child, when the latter is 
somewhere battling the elements of 
uncertainty, there is no more im- 
pressive illustration, in the hiStory 
of school legislation, of a state’s 
tender care and consideration for 
one of its great, useful institutions, 
than is written in the lines of this 
statute. 

It is not solicitude for “ClemSon,” 
as an inanimate thing—pbut solici- 
tude for the welfare, the future, the

That is not all that Clemson gets 
each year, by any means. The ap- 
propriation bill for 1921 carried 
$226,147.15 in addition, including the 
match fund for the Smith-Lever ex- 
tension aid; all of which is for the 
conduct of its public gervice activi- 
ties, as, for instance, tick eradica- 
tion, agricultural research, ete. 

Here is $500,000 a year for South 
Carolina’s great agricultural col- 
lege, in a state that produces, all 
told, only $6,000,000 in revenues a 
year.

In cabinet quarters 
belief is expressed that action on the 
may well be deferred until 
after the disarmament conference 
has beén held, in the belief that 
world conditions may then be more 
stable. - 
Causes Twofold. 


The causes for delay, apparently, 
are twofold. 

First, it is feared that the erec- 
tion of tariff barriers would still 
further destroy Ainerica’s continual- 
jy declining trade, and prevent re- 
‘¢eipt of European goods, by which 
creditor nations might pay their 
debts to this country. 

Second, bankers and business men 
throughout the country question the 
wisdom of returning to the protec- 
tiva principle on the scale proposed 
in the tariff bill passed by the house 
and now in the hands of the senate 
finance committee. 

Delay until after the disarma- 
‘ment conference, it is arguec, might 
permit the bill] to pass when world 
conditions are in a measure stabiliz- 
ed. At present, it is pointed out; 
any bill adopted would at best be 
temporary, because of the constant- 
jy shifting conditions in world 
trade. World conditions are held 
to be too chaotic to enable those 
who are drawing the tariff to tell 
what future needs may be. 

Trade Causing Concern. 

The question of reviving world 
trade is causing concern to the ad- 
ministration. Exportation of Amer- 
ican products is needed to relieve 
over-supplied domestic markets. And 
it is held that unless return cargoes 
are possible—and a high tariff 
might prevent this—there will be 
no large exportations. Europe lacks 
means to pay, except in goods. 

It is indicated that the final up- 
shot of the present situation will 
be the enactment of a tariff law 
which will apply protection to those 
industries where protection is essen- 
tial. The blanket policy of a high 
tariff. on the principle that protec- 
tion In every direction meang pros- 
perity, may be abandoned.

Washington, September 7.—I be- 
lieve the public want to know the 
truth, so that it may reach a just 
conclusion in every casé. The pub- 
lie wtll always be fair if it knows 
What is the fair thing to do. And 
so it 1s with regard to the deplora- 
bit situation in thecoal fields of 
West Virginia, where thousands of 
miners assembled and marched, and 
out of which 
came numerous hair-raising stories 
of riot, insurrection and other 


things. 

If the public were to believe all 
of these stories the full blame for 
the affair would be placed on the 
miners. But let’s see: 

For many years past coal opera- 
tors in Mingo, McDowell, Mercer 
and Boone counties, have employed 
hundreds, even thousands of thugs 
and gunmen whose business it was 
and still is to intimidate, abuse, 
beat, shoot and even kill coal min- 
ers, who dare to assert any of the 
rights guaranteed to them by the 
law. Herein lies the fundamental, 
the deep-seated, honest-to-God rea- 
son why the miners indulged in 


their recent uprising. 
Discharge Union Men. 

These coal operators forbid their 
employees to organize or join a 
union. If any Of their men join 
the union they are at once dis- 
chagred. Men and thefr families are 
put out of their home in sunshine 
or in rain and they must find shel- 
ter on the mountain side. They 
are forbidden to walk on the pub- 
lic highways. They are forbidden 
to assemble to talk over their trou- 
bles. The hired thugs and gun- 
men, better known as Baldwin- 
Feltz detectives, are turned loose 
on théem by the operators. The 
miners are beaten up—killed if nec- 
essary, these gunmen shoot up the 
shack homes of union miners. They 
have destroyed the furniture. They 
have destroyed the food supply of 
miners’ families. Only a short time 
azo a gang of plug-ugiies shot up a 
tent colony in which evicted miners 
were living in Mingo county. They 
cut the tents to shreds with knives.

They even poured coal oi] tn the 
milk that was for the babies in 
those families, thus destroying the 
food whon which those babies were 
to exist.

miners. Baldwin-Feltz gunmen 
are elected or apprnted to puwbiilc 
office. Baldwin-Feltz @~unmen have 
free access to jails, and whenever 
they wish to beat up a unton miner 
who is a prisoner, they simply walk 
tn and beat him up or take him 
eutside and beat him up. . 
| Raldwin-Feltz cunmen arrest 
miners on any and every charge 
and put them in jail. 
a strange and terrible law, which 
is found only in West Virginia, they 
send to an entirely different county 
and birng in men of their own 
picking to serve as jurors at the 
trial of the union miner. 

Some persons may hesitate to 
helieve some of these statements: 
just fhe same these are facts an 
no Raldwin-Feltz man and no coal 
operator will deny any of them.

MONROE DOCTRINE 
CENTER OF DISPUTE 


Geneva, September 7.—The Mon- 
roe doctrine has become the center 
of the league of nations dispute 
between Chile and Bolivia. 

In a speech to the league of na- 
tions assembly Wednesday, Augus- 
tine Edwards, chief of the Chilean 
delegation, declared that his nation 
recognizes only the authority of the 
United States Mohroe doctrine and 
not that of. the league, in’ her dis+ 
pute with Bolivia. 

“It is not within the power of 
the league assembly,” he said, “to 
deal. with Bolivia’s claims, which 
concerns a matter exclusively Amer- 
ican. The use, on the contrary, of 
the expression ‘regional understand- 
ing’ in article 21 of the league cove- 
nant, according to which non- 
American states—and consequently 
the league assembly—cannot inter- 
fere in questions exclusively affect- 
ing the countries of the new world, 
amounts to formal recognition of 
the principle of American-interna- 


tional law.”

The commission thereby reversed 
its former decision in the case in 
which. it held that the reductions 
proposed by the Mallory and Mor- 
gan lines were not justified except 
in certain particulars. 

Rates and practices of the Moredn 
line are subject to the provisions 
of the transportation act to the 
same extent as are the railroads, 
On this ground the commission de- 
cided it became necessary to permit 
the Morgan line to reduce its rates 
to meet those of the Mallory line, 
over which the commission had no 
eontrol, in order to enable the Mor- 
gan line to compete with the Mal- 
lory. 


U.S. WILL ADVISE 
ALLIED POWERS 
ON GERMAN PACT 


Washington, YWsytember 7,—-The 
American government has taken 
steps to advise the allied powers 
fully, although informally, as to 
the negotiations in Berlin which 
culminated in the drafting of the 
peace treaty between the United 
States and Germany. 

While officials declined today to 
reveal] the nature of the American 
communications to the allied gov- 
ernments, the expectation Was ex- 
pressed that they would bring from 
each power a statement of its 
views and an approval of the treaty.
